Applicant's election without traverse of the species election of "solvent: water" (as recited in Claim 103) indicated by Applicant as 
reading on Claims 27, 36, 92-655, 103 and 1 10-121 ; as well as, the species election of an "cell: animal" (as recited in Claim 1 1 1 
indicated by Applicant as reading on Claims 27, 36, 92-95, 103 and 1 1 1 in the reply filed on August 17, 2006 is acknowledged. 
However, Applicant is not fully responsive to the previous election of species requirement set forth in the previous Office action. As 
Applicant indicates that the species election of Claim 103 overlaps the species election of Claim 111, Applicant is required to indicate 
the claims readable on one of the elected species of cells with the regard to the election of the solvent.
